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Belleville DDA looks into liquor licenses for new bars

Alicia McGovern, chairperson of the 
Belleville © Downtown Development 
Authority, told the DDA at its Oct. 20 
in-person meeting that four new liquor 
licenses are needed for the development in 
the 500 block of Main Street. 
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She said she didn’t want the property 
owners to own the new licenses and be able 
to take it elsewhere. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said four liquor 
licenses were allocated to the city by 
population size in 2011. 

Belleville Deputy Administrator Tim 
McLean told of the law on liquor licenses 
and provided a printout on Redevelopment 
Liquor Licenses (through Public Act 501 
of 2006) that allows the Liquor Control 
Commission to issue public on-premise 
licenses in addition to those quota licenses 
allowed. 

He said he will continue his research into 


the provisions and will report back to the 
DDA. 

These licenses go back to the local unit of 
government when the recipient leaves the 
community. 

DDA member Jennifer Winter, who owns 
Egan’s Pub, said that is why she bought 
her own liquor license so, if she decided 
to leave the community, she could take her 
license with her. 

In other business at the Oct. 20 meeting, 
the DDA: 

e Unanimously approved hiring Deputy 
City Administrator McLean as DDA

happening everywhere. 

VBT Human Resource Director Nicole 
Sumpter said the loss of several employees 
at once is also being called “The Exodus.” 

At the Oct. 19 regular meeting of the 
VBT Board of Trustees, the following 
departures were mentioned: 

e Director of Public Services Matthew 
Best who started work at Pittsfield 
Township on Oct. 18; 

e Communications Specialist Alyssa 
Albrecht who has resigned and started her 
new job; 

e Water and Sewer Director James Taylor, 
who retired, and has come back to consult 
in that department and will stay until the 
new director is certified in this state; and 

¢ Joel Sabin of Jackson who ran the 
township’s GIS for six years and resigned. 
He now is able to work from home. 

Director Sumpter said the few reasons 
for these departures are work-life balance, 
flexibility, and better compensation. 

“No matter the reasons, now we are 
competing to retain our current talent while 
filling these vacancy gaps,” Sumpter said. 

She presented a list of wages that need 
to be amended in the budget and the board 
unanimously approved the following 
changes: 

e Communications Specialist, increase to 
$65,000; 

e Executive Assistant to Public Services 
Director, increase to $60,000; 

e Director of Public Services, increase 
from $90,000 to $105,000; 

e Director of Water and Sewer, increase 
from $90,000 to $105,000. 

Also approved were new positions for 
growing departments: 

e Executive Assistant to Community 
Services Director, $60,000; 

e Internet Technology Desktop Technician, 
$50,000; and 

e Treasury Specialist, $54,390. 

“We’re not unique,” said Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara, regarding the turnover. 
He said baby boomers are retiring and 
there’s a lack of talent out there to replace 
them. And retaining talent is becoming 
extremely difficult. 

“We’re building our Community Services 
Department and there’s only one person 
in that department and she needs help,” 
Supervisor McNamara said, referring to 
Elizabeth Renaud. 

McNamara said the township is getting 
rid of contractors and if they want to 
stay competitive they have to pay higher 
salaries. 

“It took forever to find the Water and 
Sewer Director,” he said, noting they had 
to raise the pay. “We wanted a good one 
and we got one.” 

Todd Saums was introduced as the new 


Water and Sewer Director, who will start 
work Nov. 8. 

Sumpter said Saums has an extensive 
background and started as a laborer, so he 
knows the work from the ground up. 

She said he now is project manager for 
Northwestern District Water and Sewer 
in Ohio. He also previously served as the 
Parks Supervisor for the Village of Cary, 
Ohio. He holds an associate’s degree in 
Applied Science-Environmental Science, 
a bachelor’s degree in Management and 
Technology, and currently is working on his 
master’s degree in Public Administration 
at Ohio University. 

Water and Sewer Consultant Taylor said 
he recommends Saums highly for this 
position. Taylor said they worked very hard 
to bring the township’s water and sewer 
to a good position. He said Saums brings 
experience to the job and, “He’s going to 
do a good job for you.” 

Saums said he lives in Ohio, a quarter mile 
from the state line, and can see the border 
out his window. He said he is excited to 
get started, bring his skills forward, and 
continue into the future. 

McNamara said Taylor will stay on to 
help while Saums gets his S-1 license from 
Michigan, but the state doesn’t test for 
them for two months. Saums currently has 
certification from Ohio. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said he is youthful 
and has a lot of spirit and will fill the big 
shoes left by Taylor. 

The board also hired a new IT (information 
technology) person, John Brataniec, for 
network administration. He is a graduate 
of Baker College and spent nine years 
with the Allen Park schools. Sumpter said 
he would be a breath of fresh air for the 
township. 

IT Director Steve Rankin said enthusiasm 
is a factor with Brataniec and Brataniec 
tells him a problem is fixed, rather than 
coming to tell him what the problem is. He 
said Brataniec has a never-give-up attitude 
and is youthful. 

Also, at the one-hour-and-29-minute 
meeting, the board: 

e Held a 12-minute public hearing on 
the 2021 Amended and 2022 Proposed 
General Fund Budgets, the 2021 Amended 
and 2022 Proposed Water/Sewer Budgets, 
and the 2021 Amended and 2022 Proposed 
for nine Special Revenue Funds Budgets; 

e Approved a resolution for the 2021- 
26 annual Wayne County Right of Way 
Permits; 

e Heard Director of Community Services 
Renaud give an informal, illustrated 
presentation of the schematic design of 
the interior floor plan of the proposed 
Community Center. There presently is 
14,000 square feet of renovation and 
16,000 square feet of addition. She said 
this is the estimating phase for detailed 
design development. She will bring the 
plan back to the board as it progresses. The 


plan is to order steel at the beginning of the 
year and go out for other bids later, with a 
late spring ground-breaking and then a half 
a year of construction; 

e Approved the purchase and installation 
contract with American Interiors to 
complete the mailroom renovations for an 
amount not to exceed $25,660. Building 
and Grounds Superintendent Hugo 
Cardenas, Jr. said there is cabinetry and 
painting to be done. Clerk Leon Wright 
said the mailboxes won’t be behind the 
door anymore where you can get hit in 
the head.

Skimmers found at 
local gas stations 
teach us caution 


During a routine round of inspections, 
weights and measures inspectors from 
the Michigan Department of Agrigulture 
and Rural Development (MDARD) found 
credit card skimmers placed inside local gas 
pumps. On the list of gas stations with the 
skimmers was one in downtown Belleville. 

The hidden skimmers make a copy of 
the customer’s credit card information for 
fraudulent use. 

MDARD tells us the station owners had 
security measures in place to protect their 
patrons, such as security tape, but the 
thieves cut, broke or removed the tape. 

The state tells us to remain vigilant at 
the pump when using a band or credit 
card and if you think you may have been 
compromised to call your bank at once. 

The skimmers were found and removed 
from the following locations:

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‘Dateline NBC’ presents 
2-hour report on murder 
of ‘Egypt’ Covington

On Friday, “Dateline NBC” presented 
a two-hour television report on the 2017 
shooting death of Jacquelyn Elizabeth 
“Egypt” Covington in her Van Buren 
Township home. 

The report featured a review of details 
and comments by family members, friends, 
and a hired private investigator, but had no 
police speaking. 

At the end of the show, it was reported 
that three men had been arrested, bound 
over to circuit court and are awaiting legal 
action at the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice. 
The three were arrested last November and 
December by the Michigan State Police, 
who now have the case, and have been 
held without bond in the Wayne County 
Jail since then. 

MSP announced in district court that the 
case is still being investigated. 

The investigator hired by the family 
reported in the show that Egypt’s former 
boyfriend failed a polygraph and eight 
FBI profilers across the nation agreed he 
was the murderer. Some family members 
disagreed. Although the ex-boyfriend was 
named a person of interest in the murder 
by Van Buren Township police, he was not 
arrested. 

The Dateline episode was titled “The 
Wrong Door” reflecting testimony at a 
34" District Court preliminary exam that 
Egypt’s door on the left was mistakenly 
entered in her Hull Road duplex. The home 
of a medical marijuana caregiver behind 
the door on the right was the target of a 
planned robbery of marijuana, one of the 
three suspects reported. 

But Egypt’s father Chuck Covington said 
at the end of the show, “I don’t believe my 
daughter is killed for frickin’ weed you can 
get anywhere.” 

The next court date on the case is Nov. 
17, which is the final conference before 
Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Wanda 
A. Evans.

VBT DDA meets briefly, 
welcomes new member, 
approves expenditure

At its 15-minute zoom meeting on Sept. 
28, the Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority praised outgoing 
DDA member Helen Foster, welcomed 
incoming member Velon Willis, and 
approved an expenditure for a keypad lock. 

DDA member Helen Foster recently 
resigned from the board and board members 
said she will be greatly missed. Foster had 
been a township leader for many years, 
including her years as supervisor. 

Velon Willis had been approved by the 
township board to take Foster’s place. 
Willis, who also had served on the former 
Civic Fund, owns two businesses in the 
DDA district: AAA Willis Insurance 
Agency and a staffing agency. 


The board unanimously approved 
expenditure of $1,725 to Vigilante Security 
for a keypad lock that can be unlocked at a 
distance. This also incurs an additional $5 
charge per month for security monitoring. 

This will provide controlled access to 
the mechanical room at the Harris Park 
office. It reduces the need for keys and 
will provide better security that can be 
monitored visually and electronically, said 
Executive Director Susan Ireland. 

She said staff did not accurately anticipate 
the number of times various workers would 
need to have access. 

“Should an authorized person require 
access while no one is in the building, 
either the Executive Director or Assistant 
Executive Director will be able to visually 
see who is there and will be able to 
remotely unlock and lock the door, properly 
safeguarding this building,” Ireland wrote 
in a memo to the board. 

In other business, the DDA: 

e Heard Executive Director Ireland 
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report that the sidewalk upgrades are 
done, a meeting is set up with the architect 
and Community Services Department 
to discuss the DDA-funded blackbox/ 
cube for the new community center, and 
that day the county was sealing seams in 
the upgraded Belleville Road and would 
reopen it soon. “So much for the three- 
week project,” said DDA chairman Craig 
Atchinson, indicating it took a lot longer 
than that to complete since it started Aug. 
5; 

e Heard Ireland praise the work of 
Aerotropolis director Chris Girdwood 
who is helping the township market large- 
acreage sites available for development. 
The DDA recently paid the $25,000 annual 
dues to Aerotropolis for the township’s 
membership; and 

e Heard Assistant Executive Director 
Lisa Lothringer tell about the email, social 
media, website, and magazine marketing 
on which she is working.

Coordinator at pay of $29,200 annually to 
the city, which covers an estimated 40% 
of his city time spent on DDA matters, 
retroactive to July 5. This will be evaluated 
in a year.

State inspectors find 
credit card skimmers at 
gas pump in Belleville 


During a routine inspection blitz, weights 
and measures inspectors from the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture and Rural 
Development (MDARD) found a number of 
credit card skimmers placed inside gas pumps, 
including in downtown Belleville. 

Credit card skimmers cannot be seen outside 
the pump and are located inside where they make 
a copy of the consumer’s card information. 

“These criminals continue to try and use 
gas pumps to commit theft and steal your 
personal information for fraudulent use,” said 
Gary McDowell, MDARD Director. “These 
inspections are just another way MDARD is 
protecting Michigan consumers at the pump. 
Kudos to our weights and measures staff for their 
vigilance in protecting consumers’ pocketbooks 
and personal identification.”

“Criminals who engage in this type of 
illegal activity exploit and manipulate the very 
technology that we depend on to conduct secure 
financial transactions in the retail marketplace,” 
said Timothy Waters, Special Agent in Charge 
of the FBI in Michigan. 

“The FBI and its local, state, and federal 
law enforcement partners are committed to 
protecting consumers, businesses, and financial 
institutions from fraud schemes conducted by 
criminal enterprises likes this one.” 

“The station owners had security measures in 
place to protect their patrons such as security 
tape,” added Craig VanBuren, MDARD’s Lab 
Division Director. “Unfortunately, the thieves 
cut, broke, or removed the tape. It is important 
that both the stations and customers remain 
vigilant at the pump when using a bank or credit 
card.” 

MDARD continues to work with the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation and local law 
enforcement to try track down the thieves. The 
department will continue to look for skimmers 
during every routine pump inspection.
